M.  I.  FOKMS  11€  AND  121. 

Inspectors  in  charge  of  meat  inspection  are  requested  tQrender  reijortson  M.  I.  Forms 
116  and  121  to  the  Washington  ofhce  weekly  in  future  instead  of  daily  as  hei'etofore. 
Care  should  be  taken  to  show  the  dates  on  which  all  certificates  are  issued,  but  if 
space  permits,  the  issuance  of  certificates  on  several  dates  may  be  entered  on  the  same 
sheet.  These  reports  should  not  be  rendered  for  any  week  dui  ing  which  no  cenilicate 
was  issued . 

REMOVAL  OF  HOOFS  AND  CLAWS  FROM  HOG  CARCASSES. 

All  hoofs  and  claws  shall  be  remoA-ed  from  all  hog  carcasses  during  the  process  of  • 
cleaning.  This  i^rocedure  is  necessary  for  proper  cleaning  and  to  prevent  subsequent 
soiling  of  meat  and  products.  The  practice  at  many  establishments  has  fully  demon- 
strated that  removal  of  hoofs  and  claws  can  readily  be  accomplished,  and  it  is  desired 
that  this  practice  become  effective  at  all  establishments  at  an  early  date.  Such 
time  as  may  reasonably  be  required  will  be  allowed  establishments  to  procure  suitable 
ap2)liances  and  train  employees  to  do  the  work. 
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FUMIGATION  WITH  HYDROCYANIC  ACID.' 

Fumigation  with  hydrocyanic  acid  is  recognized  as  a  practical  and  cTicient  means 
of  ridding  buildings  of  rats,  insects,  and  other  vermin.  Experiments  conducted  by 
the  bureau  have  shown  that  meats  may  be  fumigated  with  this  gas  without  injury 
and  without  absorption  of  the  gas.  Such  fumigation,  therefore,  will  be  recognized 
by  the  bureau  as  a  practical  means  of  eliminating  rats,  mice,  and  other  vermin  from 
oflBcial  establishments.  Such  fumigation  will  be  permitted  without  requiring  the 
removal  of  the  meats  and  other  edible  products  from  the  premises. 

On  account  of  the  extremely  prisonous  character  of  hydrocyanic  acid  gas,  however, 
it  is  reiuired  that  o.Ticial  establishments  desiring  to  fumigate  shall  obtain  permission 
from  the  Washington  o!hce  before  undertaking  the  fumigation;  that  the  fumigation 
shall  be  conducted  under  direct  charge  of  a  person  familiar  with  the  gas  and  with 
methods  of  fumigation;  that  all  operations  shall  be  discontinued  in  the  building 
during  the  time  of  fumigation;  and  that  all  rerpiirements  of  the  local  authorities 
shall  be  complied  with.  Inspjctors  in  charge  shall  convince  themselves  that  the 
persons  wdiom  the  establishments  intend  to  place  in  charge  of  the  fumigation  are 
competent  to  conduct  the  work.  Inspectors  in  charge  will  not  assume  responsibility 
for  anv  part  of  the  work  or  for  the  results  obtained.  In.spectors  in  charge  will  make 
full  report  to  the  bureau  of  all  fumigations  conducted  in  official  establishments  under 
their  jurisdiction.

The  diiution  for  dipping  cattle  for  i^texstate  movememt 
is  1  gallon  of  dip  to  not  more  th.in  127  gallons  of  water.  This  will  jield  a  solution 
containing  not  less  than  0.22  per  cent  actual  arsenioiis  oxid.
